With 76.000 temporary housing 
accommodations for student veter­ 
ans completed or under construc­ 
tion and another 27.000 in prelim­ 
inary stages, the Federal Public 
Housing Authority today announc 
ed that all allocations of emer 
gency temporary 
housing to be 
supplied to schools at federal ex­ 
pense under existing authorisations 
now have been made. 
The total of 103.000 accommoda­ 
tions for student veterans and their 
families has been allocated to 675 
educational institutions. These ac 
commodatlons represent about half 
of the veterans’ temporary housing 
to be provided this year as part of 
the veterans' emergency housing 
pro era rn. 
The balance, under terms of the 
Mead resolution amending Title V 
of the Lanham Act, is to be sup­ 
plied to local communities for em­ 
ergency housing of other veteran* 
and the famine# of men atli! in 
service.
